A new course of training, unique 
to education in Canada, will be 
offered this summer by the Divi¬ 
sion of Vocational Education of 
the Department of Education in 
the province of Alberta. 

The Minister of Education, the 
Hon. R. H. McKinnon, announced 
today that a school for the train¬ 
ing of hospital nursing orderlies 
will be opened in Edmonton to 
train personnel for Alberta hos¬ 
pitals. This course was developed 
jointly with the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Health and operating hos¬ 
pitals in the province. The hos¬ 
pitals will participate by provid¬ 
ing study and work experience 
sessions to complement the school 
training. 

Due to the present acute short¬ 
age of men in the field of nurs¬ 
ing orderly service, it is expected 
a heavy response to the opportun¬ 
ity to obtain formal training in 
this occupation will take place 
when the first class is started this 
coming summer. Previously, train¬ 
ing was provided by individual 
hospitals and nursing orderlies re¬ 
ceived their training on the job. 

It is hoped the formal training, 
now to be provided by the prov¬ 
ince through the Department’s Di¬ 
vision of Vocational Education, 
will attract a larger number of 
men who will take advantage of 
the opportunity to train for an 
interesting and worthwhile career 
and, thereby, relieve the shortage 
in this medical service area. 

Entrance requirements for the 
training as a Nursing Orderly in¬ 
clude a minimum educational 
standing of Grade X or its equiva¬ 
lent. Applicants should be between 
the age of 18 and 55.

For children who have never 
seen chickens go^go dancing to the 
strains of piano music banged out 
by a rabbit, there are surprises 
in store. 

The whole barnyard is groovy. 

A pigeon flys out of its cage and 
rings a bell, and a duck slides 
on his backside down a ramp into 
r the water. 

The piano-playing rabbit can 
hardly come across with Saint- 
Saens’ “Carnival of the Animals” 
but whoever heard of a hep chick 
doing a frug to square music? 

The animal act demonstrator 
holds up a card on which there 
are dots of various colors. “Judy,” 
the demonstrator calls. “Come out 
and show me a green dot.” A 
white hen strolls out of her cage, 
pecks the green dot and returns. 

“Jump through the loop, Jack," 
he tells the rabbit. 

“Donald . . . find the fish.” 
A duck slides down a ramp into 
the water and dives for an arti¬ 
ficial fish at the bottom of a 
transparent pool. 

Alfred, the pigeon, is summoned. 
He walks out of his cage, looks 
around a bit, and flies to a tiny 
bell and rings it. 

The animals were trained by 
Grant Evans, of Animal Behavior 
Enterprises, Hot Springs, Arkan¬ 
sas. Three months are required to 
train the animals. 

Evans’ theory is to train them 
to perform acts similar to their 
normal functions. The go-go danc¬ 
ing chicken shuffles its feet on a 
board as it would normally do 


in the poultry lot. The rabbit paws 
at the keys of the toy piano for a 
food reward because he paws 
through leaves and grass to feed 
himself in his natural environment 
Learning to locate a dot and peck 
ing for identification is reason¬ 
ably natural for a chicken which 
must peck to gather food. All 'he 
animals are rewarded with food 
after performing their acts. 

Man the Provider, which is io- 
cated just beyond the USSR pa¬ 
vilion on lie Notre-Dame, is the 
largest of Expo’s theme exhibits. 

It is largely devoted to the prob¬ 
lems of adequate food production 
in a world of rapidly growing 
population.

Dear Sir: 

Forensic clinics have been rec¬ 
ommended to government at pro¬ 
vincial and federal levels, by the 
Canadian Mental Health Associ¬ 
ation, the John Howard Society, 
the Canadian Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion and other organizations. 

These clinics have far-flung 
value that has been recognized 
and acted upon in British Colum¬ 
bia, Ontario and Quebec, as well 
as in many of the United States. 

Offences against society are of¬ 
ten symtoms of emotional disturb¬ 
ances which could be successfully 
treated if recognized. 

Forensic clinics would, in part, 
fulfill an important preventive 
function, while placing diagnosis 
and treatment in the hands of 
qualified people. 

For example, we are convinced 
that there are far too many con¬ 


victions of border-line schizo¬ 
phrenics, defectives, alcoholics, 
and others who are in need of 
treatment, not punishment. 

A forensic clinic would provide 
not only diagnostic services, but 
also treatment ,teaching and re¬ 
search facilities, for courts, pro¬ 
bation services, mental health 
clinics, hospitals, community agen¬ 
cies and physicians. It would also 
serve self-referred persons with 
similar problems. 

One important function of the 
forensic clink that has perhaps 
not been emphasized sufficiently, 
is that it would encourage devel¬ 
opment of the sub-specialty of for¬ 
ensic psychiatry.

Paul Hartman scanned the early 
morning sky and climbed into the 
cockpit of the Nieuport 17. He 
looked up at the Vickers gun, 
mounted on the top wing, and 
gave the nod to his mechanic. 
With an initial belch of blue smoke 
and an angry snarl his rotary en¬ 
gine burst into life. Hartman push¬ 
ed the throttle forward ami in 
the space of a few yards down the 
grassy strip, the Nieuport sprang 
into the cloudless blue. 

Sounds like the opening para¬ 
graph of a World War I flying 
story. But it isn’t. Paul Hartman 
is a wing commander in the 
RCAF and the description fits any 
fair weather morning at Ottawa’s 
Riockcliffe Airport the past few 
weeks. 

Hartman and several other vet¬ 
eran pilots of the ROAF have 
been rehearsing for a colorful air 
show at Rockcliffe on June 10 to 
mark the 50th anniversary of mili¬ 
tary flying in Canada. The June 
10 show will be just one more of 
the type of exciting events in 
1967 which are making Centennial 
year a remarkable one. 

The second Saturday in June 
usually is set aside for Armed 
Forces Day. Since the year 1967 
is the 50th anniversary of miltary 
flight the usual Armed Forces 
Day at Ottawa is something spe¬ 
cial. If you are travelling through 
or anywhere near the National 
Capital on that day, be sure to see 
the shew at Rockcliffe. 

There will be two hours of fly¬ 
ing by vintage airplanes includ¬ 


ing these types: the Nieuport 17 
which Bishop flew; tho Sopwith 
Triplane which made Raymond 
Colllshaw famous; the Sopwith 
Snipe which Barker used in the 
closing months of the war; a fleet 
Finch biplane which many Cana¬ 
dians used in the Commonwealth 
Air Training Plan during World 
War H. There will be other wood, 
wire and canvas relics and more 
to see in the show. 

For an additional hour and 21 
minutes there will be exciting 
aerobatics by modern service air¬ 
craft and a special show by the 
special flying display group of the 
year, the Golden Centennaires. 

It may be the last opportunity 
for some of us to see the old 
aircraft flying although they may 
be viewed any time during sum¬ 
mer months at their usual posi¬ 
tions in the National Air Museum 
at Rockcliffe. 

It may be the last opportunity, 
too, for some of our pilots to feel 
what it was like flying in 1917 
and 1918, for the few flying hours 
allowed on those old types are 
rare indeed. 

One senior officer with thousands 
of hours time on modern air¬ 
planes was as excited as a grade 
school boy when he landed from 
his first rehearsal flight in the 
Sopwith Triplane. Before the an¬ 
tique had bounced to a stop on 
the grass strip he was yelling to 
the onlookers: “That was the 
greatest thrill of my whole flying 
career!”

JUST 
THINK !! 

(By A. E. Bridges, Alberta Fire 
Commissioner) 

Can you recall when heating was 
principally by coal and wood and 
lighting by kerosene lamps? Just 
think how modern fuels and elec¬ 
tricity have changed our way of 
life. 

However, every new development 
does bring some accompanying 
risks. At least the Fire Commis¬ 
sioner finds it so by reason of re¬ 
ports with accidents with natural 
gas and fires caused by electric 
wiring and electric appliances. We 
would hope that safety technology 
would overcome the early "isles 
accompanying use of convenient 
gas fuels and with extensive use 
of electricity. 

It is interesting to find that 40 
years ago 47 per cent of all fires 
were dwelling fires in Alberta, 
whereas now 53 per cent of all 
fires are dwelling fires. Forty 
years ago heating equipment caus¬ 
ed 25 per cent of all dwelling fires 
whereas today heating equipment 
causes only 4 per cent of all dwell¬ 
ing fires. Forty years ago electri¬ 
cal equipment accounted for 4 
per cent of all dwelling fires and 
today with the wide use of elec¬ 
tricity and electrical appliances, 
these cause 9 per cent of all dwell¬ 
ing fires. 

It would seem then that greater 
control of heating equipment has 
been gained by automatic safety 
controls on all types of heating 
appliances but from recent ac¬ 
counts of accidents with gas fuel 
we know that gas burning appli¬ 
ances still can be dangerous if 
igas escapes or when appliances 
are not properly supervised. Re¬ 
cently a man died in the City of 
Webaskiwin, also, a woman was 
seriously burned in the City of 
Edmonton and in the northern 
community of Grande Prairie two 
adults were severely burned from 
a gas explosion in a farm home. 
One mistake while handling gas 
fuel could be a fatal mistake. 

It seems ridiculous to say — 
“Never strike a match to look 
for a gas leak”, but actually every 
year some people suffer severe 
burns while igniting gas burning 
appliances or ovens. Gas compan¬ 
ies have a very comprehensive 
safety program and their employ¬ 
ees are always ready to respond 
to examine '.any gas burning ap¬ 
pliance when gas leaks are sus¬ 
pected. Just Think! 

Think of the dangers that are 
present when you detect some gas 
leak. Get out of the building at 
once and call the gas company. 

Just Think before you light a 
match or before you flick on a 
light switch. That precaution could 
well save your life.

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Blairmore Removed 
From Designated 
Area 

OTTAWA, Ont., June 2, 1967 - 
Further changes in the Area De¬ 
velopment Program of the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Industry in¬ 
volving the creation of three new 
designated areas in the Province 
of Manitoba were announced to¬ 
day by the Hon. C. M. Drury, Min¬ 
ister of Industry. 

Mr. Drury also announced that 
one designated area, Blairmore, 
Alberta, where employment has 
improved significantly as a re¬ 


sult of the program, has been re¬ 
moved from the list. 

The minister expressed satis¬ 
faction with the results of the pro¬ 
gram since its inception four years 
ago and cited Blairmore as an 
example of the achievements of 
the program. 

The new designated areas are 
the Canada Manpower Centre of 
Selkirk, Census Division 2 and 
the portion of Census Division 3 
adjacent to the existing designat¬ 
ed area of Brandon. Mr. Drury 
said that as a result of the review 
no changes in the Area Develop¬ 
ment Program as it affects the 
Province of Saskatchewan will be 
made at present. 


The minister also said that no 
changes will be made in the pro¬ 
gram as it affects the Atlantic 
Provinces. 

Further announcements con¬ 
cerning the operation of the pro 
gram in the remaining provinces 
will be made at the satisfactory 
conclusion of consultations with 
the provincial governments, Mr. 
Drury said. 

There are now 91 designated 
areas in all, 10 provinces where 
Area Development benefits pro¬ 
vide for cash grants to manufac¬ 
turing and processing industries 
that establish new facilities in 
such areas and to existing indust¬ 
ries that carry out significant ex¬ 


pansions. To date, capital invest¬ 
ment in designated areas across 
Canada totals about $1.5 billion 
and 44,000 new jobs will be cre¬ 
ated.

Salt on Life— 

All human life is lived in a salty 
environment. Each of us consists 
cl a number of ceils gathered into 
organs ,all bathed in a salty fluid. 

Salt is so precious to the human 
bcdy that nature has provided us 
with a mechanism that the amount 
needed is indefinitely preserved. 
The kidneys clear the block of ex¬ 
cess water and other waste ma¬ 
terials and at the same time re¬ 
move a certain quantity of salt. 
When the salt is present in excess 
quantity it is permitted to pass 
out, but when the salt reserve is 
low the body holds it to help pre¬ 
serve life and normal function. 

Salt is in addition to being es¬ 
sential to the body, is an aid in 
nutrition. It brings ou the natural 
flavors and makes good foods taste 
even better. 

It is difficult for a healthy per¬ 
son to get a dangerous excess of 
salt since over malted food is usu¬ 
ally unpalatable and therefore re¬ 
jected. Up to a point, the kidneys 
eliminate it and beyond that vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhoea should rid the 
body of the surplus. 

Salt deficiency, however, is both 
possible and not uncommon. Most 
often it is minor, but it can be 
serious. 

In normal persons salt defici¬ 
ency develops most often as a re¬ 
sult of loss through perspiration 
Men doing strenuous work for long 
periods of time can lose up to one 
quart of water and one gram of 
salt per hour. Both must be re¬ 
placed. 

A sound rule of health is to take 
extra salt in the summer time. 
It isn’t necessary to overdo sail¬ 
ing to the point of making foods 
unsavory. 

Salt is important to the digest¬ 
ive system. In the gastric juices, 
the Chlorine of salt aids in the 
manufacture of hydrochloric acid 
necessary to digestion in the stom¬ 
ach. Chlorine also becomes part 
of the extra-cellular tissue fluid in 
the body, as does sodium. 

Salt also aids in the production 
of bile, which stimulates digestion 
in the intestines. It stimulates the 
peristaltic movement of the digest¬ 
ive tract and to a certain extent 
affects muscle strength. Salt is 
also employed as a carrier for 
iodine, another element essential 
to humans and animals. 

The over 40 years that have 
passed since iodized salt was intro¬ 
duced in this country in 1924, have 
dimmed the memory of the days 
when many school children suf¬ 
fered from endemic goitre which 
also disfigured many adults. 

Man’s historic regard for salt 
as a necessity has been abundant¬ 
ly confirmed by science which val¬ 
ues it as all-important to the body’s 
well-being and one of the prin¬ 
cipal chemicals in the human 
make-up.
